Your Excellency — In accordance with custom and law, at the 
close of the fiscal year the animal report of the Board is here- 
with respectfully submitted through the Chairman, as also the 
reports of its Committees and Officers, 

The income from all sources, inclusive of a balance in the 
General Fund of $3,436.81. and of a loan of 16,000.00 from the 
Special Fund, was $16,300.06 and exceeded the income of 1906 
by $12,187.60. This amount, however^ less the balance on band 
and the loan, makes the actual gain for the year $3, 750. 19, due 
in great part to an increase from auctioneers' fees of 83,523.55 
and from deceased patients, $1,393.95, over and above the col- 
lections during the preceding year. At the same time the 
revenues from other fluctuating sources fell somewhat short, as 
appears in the comparative tabulated statements of the Secretary 
and Treasurer and of the Finance Committee for the past two 
years. With regard to the Special Fund, made up of donatiouB, 
legacies and State appropriations for works of improvement, 
there is to its credit, $76,379.92, after expending $23,128.95 for 
the purchase of property in the rear of the main building 
whereupon to erect a large power plant and laundry to meet the 
present demands of the Hospital, and for such other uses as may 
be required in the future.

During the year there were admitted 8,850 patients, and 
Including the 665 remaining, 9,515 received treatment. Of the 
admissions, 5,294 were whites and 3, 556 colored. Of the whites, 
3,294 were adult males, 1,435 adnlt females, 399 boys and 164 
girls. Of the colored, 2,322 were adult males, 1,050 adult 
females, 122 boys and 62 girls. In the Outdoor Clinic for Men 
and Boys, 8,835 were treated, and 35,177 consultations were 
given. In the Clinic for Women and Children, 4,750 received 
treatment and 33,626 consultations were given. The total 
number in the Clinics numbered 13,585 and of consultations, 
68,803. The number of Ambulance calls were 1,929. Of acci- 
dent eases, 7,106, of operations, 2,357, and of obstetrical cases, 
296. The total number of deaths was 1,363, making a gross 
death rate of 14 per cent, and a net death rate of 9.1 per cent, 
after deducting the deaths occurring within twenty-four or 
forty-eight hours. 

The Eegistrar reports a tabulated record of 9,034 histories. 
In the Pasteur Clinic 465 applied and 212 were treated for 
suspected rabies infection. 

The Pathological Department reports 11,549 examinations, 
which include urinalyses, microscopic examinations of specimens 
and autopsies. 

The Training School for Nurses contains ninety-nine pupils, 
which is about thirty more than the year before. At the 
graduation exercises, on the 11th of December, diplomas were 
issued to twenty -three Nurses. 

At the session of the Legislature, in 1906, a committee of 
the Board applied for $150,000.00 to erect a new Administration 
building, power plant and laundry. The amount was cut down

A. ,.ms„ntwe are supplying steam to develop 300 horse- 
power with a boiler capacity of only 225 horse-power. The 
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above had to be carefully gone over to ascertain the horse- 
power for the new plant and considering the additional machin- 
ery that is shown on plans for same. 

The capacity of the electric plant will be 100 horse-power 
engines, direct connections to two E. W. (200 volts) generators 
each as a unit, so they can be used alternately twelve hours each. 
The above generators will have a sufficient capacity to famish 
power to six electric elevators and 500 16 candle-power incan- 
descent electric lamps, 30 rotary fans, laundry motor, X-Kay 
and other medical and surgical apparatus. 

Provisions are also made for all necessary pumps, includ- 
ing one large Underwriter's fire pump and laundry outfit, one 
15-ton refrigerating outfit complete, equal to 71 tons of ice per 
day. 

Plans will show space alloted to workshop and crematory. 
The boilers to accomplish the above work are also shown on 
plans of a generating capacity of 600 horse-power. 

You will notice that provision has been made and space 
left to increase boiler power whenever it may become necessary. 
The boilers are divided into four units in order to furnish the 
power in such quantities as may be desired. The units may be 
so fitted as to work single or all together. The total cost of 
installing plant as above described, including moving of laun- 
dry, filters and other machinery from present plant to uew site 
complete and ready to turn over, would be $32,500.00, not 
inclnding the buildings. 

The demands upon our Committee for additional floor space 
for the Pathological Department, additional buildings to ac- 
comodate more students, better facilities for housing male and 
female help, who at present sleep in wards occupied also by 
the sick and above the boiler rooms the establishing of isolation 
wards, the continued increase in patients applying, all call for 
increased expenses and depreciation of onr Eeserve FundB. 
Appreciating the fact that our report, as well as those of our 
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oolh re intended for the General Assembly of the State

To the Viee President and Board of Administrators : 

Gentlemen — Your Finance Committee respectfully repor*t> 
that the accompanying statement, prepared by the Treasurer, 
has been duly examined by the Special Committee appointed for 
that purpose, and found to be correct. This statement gives a, 
history in detail of all the receipts and disbursements during 
the year 1907. It shows the total receipts of $163,006.91 foi- 
1907, as against $150,819.25 for the year 1906, or an increase of 
$12,187.66. It also shows the total disbursements for 1907 to 
be $161,234.08, as against 8156,507.62 for 1906, or an increase of* 
$4,726.46. At the close of the year there was a balance in the* 
General Fnnd of $1,772.83, as against a balance of $3,436.81 at 
a corresponding period in 1906. 

As a matter of fact, there was a deficit of $3,227.17, and the 
above cash balance is shown by reason of the fact that the 
General Fund borrowed $5,000.00 from the Special Fund, whicH 
amount will be repaid to the Special Fund as soon as possible. 

The iteniB of disbursements show no marked increases over 
similar items of 1906, except milk, $2,595.19; groceries, 
$2,915.33. This increase is offset by the following decreases;

The following items of cash receipts show increases during 
the past year:

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The Special Fund is deposited in various banks, now bearing 
a uniform rate of 31 per cent, per annum interest. The total 
amount to the credit of this fund, including interest, on 
December 31, 1907, was $76,379.92. 

As mentioned in previous reports, this fund is created and 
maintained by donations and legacies, and is used for the pur- 
pose of erecting new buildings and making permanent improve- 
ments. There was purchased and paid for out of this Special 
Fund, during the current year, property on Freret street, to the 
amount of $23, 128.95. A list of the contributors to the Special 
Fund forms a part of the Treasurer's Eeport, A notable con- 
tribution, made during the past year, was the donation of 
$180,000.00 by Mr. Isaac Delgado, of this city. This amount, 
added to the $20,000.00 previously donated by the estate of the 
late Mrs. Samuel Delgado, will be nsed in the construction of a 
magnificent building on Tulane Avenue, to be known as the 
u Delgado Memorial." 

One-half of a legacy of $2,500.00, left to the Hospital by the 
late Alfred Derigny, was returned to the heirs on advice of 
counsel. The last will and testament of donor had been attacked 
by the heirs and the sum of $1,250 00 was paid in full settlement 
by way of compromise.

To the Board of Administrators of the Charity Hospital: 

Gentlemen— Among other duties pertaining to the Executive 
Officer of this Institution is that of rendering an annual state- 
ment of the management of its medical affairs; to offer such 
recommendations as may seem necessary after considering the 
experience of the year, and to present to you, in concrete form, 
all statistics bearing upon the medical affairs of this Hospital. 
This I now have the honor to do. 

The demands upon the resources of the Institution in the 
past year have been increasingly severe. The rapid increase in 
the number of indoor patients, and the greatly augmented 
accident and emergency work, have not only necessitated a 
marked increase in the yearly expenditures, but have, at times, 
perplexed the Resident Medical Staff to efficiently meet these 
unusual requirements. The burden of this increased work has 
been felt chiefly in the accident and emergency service, in which 
more than 1,000 patients in excess of any previous year have 
received immediate medical or surgical attention. 

These unusual conditions have necessitated an increase in 
the Nursing Corps which, as far as circumstances permitted, has 
been done. It has also rendered it necessary to add to the 
number of Internes, the wisdom of which your Honorable Body 
has recognized and sanctioned by ordering the construction of 
quarters for the additional Students to be appointed. 

We have met conditions as they presented themselves, and 
the routine medical and nursing service has suffered no 
impairment from any cause.

This is justly considered alow death rate shite many of 
these were Ambulance cases brought in after eclampsia bad 
developed, or after previous unsuccessful efforts had been made 
at instrumental delivery. 

The Department of Pathology, to which important additions 
have been made, has been most ably conducted by Drs. O. L. 
Pothier, Pathologist, and M. Couret, Assistant Pathologist. 
Examinations of 11,549 specimens of various excretions and 
pathological products were made and numerous valuable 
specimens added to the pathological archives and museum. 
Patients from four States, numbering 465, were given gratui- 
tously the preventive treatment for rabies in the Pasteur Clinic 

The expense of operating the Hospital Dispensary was con- 
siderably in excess of the last year. This is readily accounted 
for by the increased cost of drugs, and by the necessarily 
increased consumption of drugs and medical supplies. Mr. 
Walker, the Chemist, has economically and efficiently discharged 
the duties of his position. 

There were 9,034 clinical histories classified and filed in the 
Registration Bureau, as follows: Medical, 3,768; Surgical, 3,886- 
Gynaecological, 638, and Obstetrical, 742. I cannot too highly 
commend the services of the Registrar, Dr. G, Farrar Fatten, 
who has introduced many important changes and developed the 
Bureau to a state of perfection. A complete history of the 
ailment, physical oondiMon and treatment of every patient 
admitted to this Hospital, together with result of treatment, is 
there kept on file. These statistics are of great value to medical 
writers and those engaged in medical research, and are preserved 
in such manner as to be easy of access and identification. 

The Department of Electro -therapeutics and Radiography 
has contributed very greatly in elucidating obscure lesions of the 
human anatomy. 610 radiographs and 319 fleuroscopic examina- 
tions for diagnostic purposes were made by the physician in 
charge. Special reports concerning the Training School for 
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the thanks which I now declare. Mr. Jas. R. Leake, Clerk, 
and Mr. John Ponder, Engineer, have each, in his special 
sphere, rendered valuable and highly satisfactory services to 
the Institution. 

In conclusion, I desire to express my appreciation of the 
unfailing courtesy and assistance extended me by your Honor- 
able Board in the various and complex duties of my office.

A record room has been provided, where all the records 
of the Department are kept. A large and well lighted room for 
the routine work has been added. On the opposite side of the 
Department a corresponding room has been arranged so as to 
give private offices for the Pathologist and the Assistant 
Pathologist, also proper space for taking photographs. All the 
records of the Department are kept by the card index system 
and we are now indexing the photographs by double index of 
subject and number and will soon have these finished. 

In concluding this report I wish to commend the work of 
Dr. M. Couret and the assistance given by the Resident Students 
detailed to the Department during the year, and especially that 
of Mr. J. T. Nieolle.
